pleted will indicate the amount of 
overburden which cover the tar 
sands. 


By the use of these profiles firms 
exploiting the mineral!

Royal Bank Building Will Soon Lose 
Position as Highest Structure 
in the Empire 


T Adelaide and Victoria streets, Toronto 
i a bundred feet from the bustle and 


scurry of the principal thoroughfare, a 
mighty and tmposing buliding is siowiy raising 
its skeleton-like superstructure of steel and 
masonry above the street level. When complete’ 
it will huve 21 storics and be the tallest in the 
British Empire. 

Crowis gather at noontimes to watch the 
huge girders swing into place. They admire 
the daring yet cool efficiency of the steeple 
jacks and beam walkers who pick red bot rivers 
from the air when tossed by a companion below 
and weld that ponderous steelwork into the home 
of future business corporations. 

In that moving assembly one day Was & 
prominent member of the federal government, 
and he was saying to a business associate: “He 
is the most optimistic man nm all Canada. tis 
bas more faith in the future of thie city and 
this country than six other men put together, 
just look at him now, see him laughing with 
that crane driver yonder, see him stop to chit 
with that riveter. Talk about the Prince of 
Wales being a democratic prince charming, per- 
haps he is—but Jim O'Neill is the most demo- 
cratic millionaire in the werld.” 

So that was James J. O'Neill, smiling Jim 
himself, or as Pat Mulqueen, the genial “boss” of 
the Ontario Athietic Commission, and a lifelong 
friend calls him, “the original Sunny Jim.” 
James J.-O’Neill is certainly an optimist. At a 
time when many offices in many buildings are 
supposed to be empty and tenants are supposed 
to be clamoring for reduced rents and citizens 
from coast to coast are talking about business 
being poor he tears down the building housing 
his own office and proceeds to erect anothor 
and greater one 

He is a biz man in more ways than one. 
Over six feet in hefzht and tipping the scales 
at something over 225 pounds he is an imposing 
figure physically. One that the moving picture 
directors would choose in the very part be plays 
in real life—the man behind a million dollar 
building expansion. 

As aman of affairs, however, be is even 
more impressive. He is a native Torontonian 
and proud of the fact.
